SUMMARY OF TELEPHONE INTERVIEW

summary of the telephonic interview to record Applicant's understanding of the substance of 
the interview. If Applicant's understanding is inaccurate, notice of such is appreciated. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the courtesy and opportunity to conduct the 
telephonic interview. During the interview, the Examiner and Applicant's Attorney 
discussed the Examiner's rejections of Applicant's claims. The Examiner and Applicant's 
attorney agreed on an Examiner's amendment.
